marble stairs. My seat being close to 
the front, 1 could see down in the 
parquet and dress circle and had full 
view of the boxes on either side of the 
house. There are twenty-two alto- 
gether, eleven on each side. There 
are really twenty-four, for there is 
one double, or large one on each side, 
three tiers high and four back. The 
ceiling is beautifully painted and 
scultured in old and various other 
bright colors. The stage is a large 
one. 
t should judge sixty-five or 


seventy feet high and has a beautiful 
curtain with a painting of Queen 
Elizabeth on a sort of'pedestal, sur- 
rounded by her ladies and gentlemen 
of court, "isay "Queen Elizabeth," 
but although I really do not know, 1 
judge from the dress, so I am reason- 
ably sure. 


But to drop the Grand, I will go to 


another marble hailed and line build- 
ing—the state capital. It is the finest 
one I have been in. I have not seen 
many, only Ohio's, Tennessee's and 
Mississippi's, but this throws those in 
the shade. 
Here the walls and floor 


are marble. The dome is in the cen- 
ter and you can look up into it as in 
the one at Columbus, but it is much 
higher here. The state ollicers are 
all arouncT on the first and second 
floors, all rooms being outside ones, 
which leaves a sort of court on the 
inside around the dome. This court 
has a line of tables to display the 
various articles of the state—minerals 
of all kinds, marbles of all shades, 
colorings and styles of grain (grain in 
the stone I. mean). 


We went into the state library. 


There are of course the state's books, 
with some painting of various men 
who were important at various times, 
I suppose. There is a very striking 
picture of the present governor of 
Georgia, Gov. Atkinson, and another 
of Gen. Robert E. Lee in full uni- 
form. 


Leaving the library wo went up 


into the dome and onto the outside to 
the highest point to be reached. 
From here we can see all the city and 
away off in the distance a cloud is 
seen, which I am told is Stone Moun- 
tain, twenty miles away. 


We leave the capitol now, but 
I 


will say on leaving that the grounds 
surrounding it do not compare with 
the ones around both Tennessee's and 
Ohio's capitols. 


Mississippi does not count. Her 


capitol is leaky and very delapitated, 
and, as you see, every day from the 
Mississippi news that they arc. trying 
to get a new one. 


Leafing the capitol we (-'we'') is a 


professor of book-keeping in a busi- 
ness college and myself) started for 
tlie exposition grounds. Trie-build ings 
were left standing, just as they were 
at the time of the exposition. None 
arc in use now but the coliseum, in 
which an indoor bicycle track has 
been built. But before we come to 
the exposition grounds, let me speak 
of Peachtree street. It is tbe swell 
street of tbe city—tbe bouses with 
broad and spacious 
galleries, 
or 


porches as they are called in tbe 
North: the large lawns which are 
well kept, the street being paved 
with asphalt and kept clean by men 


few 


ing pieces of granite or marble, set 
into a mortar. 
At each end was a 


huge vase, or urn, as large as a hogs- 
head, to hold, 1 suppose, flowers or 
palms. It certainly was very beau- 
tiful at that time, with its' crowds 
and bands. 


But, standing at the gate again, 


after seeing it all,, how deserted and 
quiet and despoiled it certainly is— 
"a city of what was." 


A large 'cannon ""passed through 


Atlanta for Pcnsacola, Florida, today 
and was here some hours. Thousands 
of people went to view it. It was 
not the largest I ever saw, but it was 
a big one, however. It lay on an iron 
flat car of fujl length—thirty-four— 
feet and the cannon lacked about two 
feet on each end from reaching, so 
I judge it was about thirty feet long. 
The smaller end was about 
fifteen 


inches in diameter and the large end 
about three feet. 
Instead of having 


a gentle slope or grading from the 
large to 'small, it had three little 
steps, they might be called. 
The 


range is fifteen miles, and it looked 
altogether ugly and forbidding. 
Suc- 


cess to i t . . 


From there I went to Grant park, 


a large park on one edge of Atlanta. 
It is not named after General Grant, 
as you may imagine, when I tell you 
it was the site of a battle in the late 
war. Although it is a very pretty 
park and is well kept, hating a small 
menagerie, composed of a, small ele- 
phant, two lions, two leopards, some 
monkeys, rabbits and pigeons. I do 
not suppose you will be as interested 
in them as in the, fort on the top of 
the hill, so I will tell you of it. 
It 


is Fort 
Walker. McPhcrson 
was 


killed one and one-half miles east of 
hero in the Battle of Atlanta, July 
22nd, 1864. There is a monument 
on the spot raised to him, but I did 
not go over to it. 
The fort faces the 


south and is in a horse-shoe shape, 
being cm the top of the hill. 
The 


ground .slopes away from it on all 
sides. '. It is still in very good shape 
and'the same cannon are in place that 
defended the fort (so I am told). 
There' arc four of them, all bras?. 
Two have the seal of arms of Georgia 
on them and one the words "Via 
Virtui Pervia. Georgia Military In-! 
stitufe, 3854." The other the words, 
with seal also: "Fit Via VI. Georgia 
Military Institute." They appear to 
be, and I was told that they were, 
ten to twelve pound Howitzer?. 
The 


occasions that belonged to them are 
all there, and there have been col- 
lected a few old shells and balls from 
the field, which lie there in a pile. 
The fort itself is about fifty ,feet 
wide in the open space and is prob- 
ably seventy-five in the middle at the 
widest. 
All around the inside, be- 


neath the walls, about four feet, is a 
granite cobble-stone 
walk. 
which 


widens out where the cannons stand, 
so that it can be worked easily. From 
each cannon stand there is "a walk

Various Kinds and What They Ar<KS«ver- 


»lly Good^For. 
, 


Nature supplies us with two complete 


foods, milk and egfis, which contain in 
the proper proportions all the necessary 
elements for/che sustenance of our bod- 
ies. 
As tbase are the only complete 


foods it is necessary iti the absence to 
have mixed foods, and it is in tho mix- 
ing that mistakes occur.-'because tho fat 
forming, muscle forming and other 
parts are taken'iu wrong proportions, 
some in excess aud others the reverse, 


to his owii taste primitive man in- 


variably selects tho best food. This in- 
stinct, however, is defective at tho pres- 
ent day. For children food rich in boue 
forming substances is necessary. Among 
muscle forming foods the following are 
fhe best aud most common.: Oatmeal 
porridge, with rich .milk-aud whole 
meal bread buttered; meat is a highly 
condensed food of this class. To men of 
sedentary occupation a free use of meat 
is injurious. For men engaged at hard 
manual labor a generous meat diet is 
admirable. 


Vegetables contain but little nourish- 


ment, but are useful as blood purifiers 
and also supply bulk to the food, which 
is necessary to give tho consumer satis- 
faction. Milk should never be taken 
with meat, because they are both rich 
in one substance. Tea should not bo 
taken with, meat either, because 
it 


renders the meat tough and indigesti- 
ble. Beef ranks first as a muscle former 
aud mntton nest. Pork makes a very 
digestible dish, and fowl and bacon are 
a very useful and palatable dish. Cere- 
als enter largely into our diet and are 


f union value, because they supply food 
r starch as well as muscle food. Pota- 
oes provide little nutriment, but with 
ileuty of milk, which supplies the pre- 
iso ingredients they lack, a good diet 
s formed. 


Sugar is well worthy of notice, and 


he child's love of it is a perfectly 
iealtby instinct and should always be 
ratified in reason. Fruits are good 
ilood purifiers and should be considered 
s essentials rather than luxuries. Beef 
ea contains scarcely auy nutriment 
whatever and is almost purely a stiinn- 
aut. A dog fed on beef tea starved to 
death, while another fed on refuse meat 
throve. Tea, injurious if taken iu ex- 
cess, provides, if taken in moderation, 
a most refreshing drink. Many scientists 
recommend its use about two hours be- 
fore our principal meal and without 
food. 
Coffee is a stimulant, unlike all 


others, in fact, that it is followed by no 
reaction. It stimulates tho brain and is 
called an intellectual drink. Cocoa de- 
serves to be classed as a food.—Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.

OLD ENGLISH LAWS. 


The 


TIic English Wnlntit. 


Possibly few trees in tho old world 


are more profitable than tho English 
•walnnt, which thrives iii Euglsmd and 
all over tho'northern part of the conti- 
nent of Enropo. The wood is especially 
used for guu stocks and for many articles 
of fnrnituro iitid is found profitable from 
trees of 10 years of ago and upward. 
There is always n good demand for tho 
nuts, so that there are two distinct lines 
of profit—by the timber and by the frnit. 
In our country they thrive in auy por- 
tion of tho eastern states, nUhough as 
they progress northwardly tho tips of 
tho last year's shoots are destroyed by 
•winter. 
Tho living portions push out 


again, however, aud generally bear as 
abundantly as before. 


In tho vicinity of Philadelphia there 


aro numerous trees, plauted by tho enrly 
German settlers, which bear every year. 
Single or isolated trees sometimes fail 
to bear fruit on account of tho pollen 
bearing flower maturing aud scattering 
pollen before tho nnt bearing flower is 
in condition to receive it, aud for thi 
reason crops aro more assured when : 
number of trees aro planted together. In 
this way some of tho pollen bearing cat- 
kins aro conditioned so as to be in bloom 
before tho time that the nut bearing 
flowers make their appearance.—Mee- 
hau's Monthly. 


Unlimited Powers Which a Father 
Exercised Over His Offspring. 


In England less than 100 years ago 


the husbaud had power to choose his 
wife's associates, to separate her from 
her relatives, to restrain her religions 
aud personal freedom, and if the need 
couli be shown even to chastise her 
moderately, ns though she wore a child. 
What constituted sufficient cause fot 
corporal punishment was left for tho 
husband to prove and tho court to de- 
cide, but so universally was tho mastery 
of a man over his wife's body recogniz- 
ed that a trial for wife beating was al- 
most unheard of. 


Under these old laws of England the 


father had power to dispose of his off- 
spring, by deed or legacy, until they 
were 21 years of age, aud the testamen- 
tary gur.rduui's right over tho children 
superseded that of the mother, who had 
absolutely no legal control over them 


nd was entitled to nothing from them 
avo their reverence aud respect. 
She 


:md DO right even to their services, ex- 
cept in the case of the mother of au 
[legitimate child, who was entitled to 
ta control and custody. Upon marriage 
ho husbuud became entitled to tho 
vifu's goods and chattels, to tho rentals 
imi profits of her landa, tu her earnings 
lucl to the custody of her person. In re- 
turn ho wiis bound only to supply her 
with shelter, food, clothing and medi- 
cine, which ho conlcl do out of her per- 
sonal earnings, or out of the profits of 
jer properties, should she be au heiress. 
tf a father died intestate, his personal 
belonging:; were divided equally be- 
tween his sons and daughters, but iu 
tho case of real property a sou, though 
he bo younger than all his sisters, was
